• Almost certainly there ate more school library media centers in Illinoi 
t-han all other types of libraries combined.' And yet we have far less infor- 
mation about them than we have pf public libraries or of academic libraries. 
Until the survey described in this report, no data on school libraries had 
been collected in a systematic manner and published by either the Illinois 
State Library or the State Board of Education. In 1979 the Illinois State 
Library commissioned the Library Research Center of the l)^iversity of

-- - - It was decided to ^conduct this first survey, 'in 1981, of all public , 

school districts - whether or not they were at the time affiliated with a 
state-funded regional ^library system. Copies of the survey form were distri- 
buted in August 1981 through each of the 18 library systems to all pubLic^ 

• . school districts^in its system area; they were returned directly to the 

Illinois State Library which forwarded them to the Libfary Research Center. 
At the Research Center, .^ach respondent's form was reviewed (and numerous 
phone calls made to clarify or complete the responses^), coded by one person

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different people, and e comparison program run* c<5 identify discrepancies 
which were resolved by a third person.

Ir\ all there were 493 usable responses or 49% of all 1010 public school 
districts in the state, ' Though self-selected, this sample of respondents 
differs from ill sehool districts by no more than chance alone Qan explain, 
on at least two counts, viz., the distribution -by three enrollment size 
groups (see Part A of Table 1) and by three geographic regions of the state 
(see Part B of Table 1). We thus can hav^ some confidence that the respond- 
ents are representative of all public school districts.

From the computer file. of data, we calculated that there were 56 school 

districts (11% of the 493-4^spondents) which had no professional media 

specialists — even part-time- -available at either the district or the building

level. This percentage would nrobably not be so low if we had returns from 



,all school districts. Of our 493 respondents, 61% had no professional

media specialists at'the district level, from a high' of 97% in the dis- 
tricts with one attendance center each to a low of 36% in those with five 
or more (see row 1 of Table A2) . The average number o-f professional media 
specialists in all those districts with such persons at the district level 
was 1.4 by head count, and most often they were in the high school districts 
In about three-fourths of , thest. cases, there was an average of 1.4 full-time 
professionals, and correspondingly the overall average full-time equivalent 
of professional media specialists at the district level was 1.2 — ranging 
from 2.5 in high school districts to.

The»overall average was 22,000 volumes; the largest, difference 
was between the 6434 average in districts with fewer than-500 pup,ij.s and 
almost '47,000 in those with over 1,300 pupils, a ratio of one to 7 compared 
with a ratio of one to 1.2 for the 6 levels of grades served, one to 2.4 
between southern Illinois and Chicago suburbs, ^nd one' to 5.8 between dis- ' 
trictfe with one^and with over 4 attendance centers (see Fig.' 4).

It must be remembered that th.ese data are of total holdings; we have 
no information oh tlSt number of duplicate copies, on the age of these books, 
their distribution by subject area, their suitability, or any other aspect of 
their qualify.* This appH.es also to the data on'nonprint and magazines. 
Despite the recognized* place of audiovisuals in the modern curriculum, 12% 
of these school districts either had no nonprint materials or had no count of 
th^ mmber of titles held. The other districts had an average of over 4000 
titles, (2.7 per student), ranging from a low of 843 in districts with'fewer 
Dhan 500 pupils to 9405 in the largest districtfs (a ratio of 1 to 19X.-* The 
averages by grade levels served were not far apart, but Schools in southern 
Illinois compared with>>those in the Chicago Suburbs as 1 to 3 (see Fig. 5).

Section 5. Aspects of Accessibility of 
School Library Media Centers . 

Rows l-^S of Table A4 show a rather uniform pattern of the number of 

hours these school library media centers were open- in a* typical week, from 

an average minimum'of 32 to an average ifiaximum of 35. School disti>icts with 

fewer- than 500 .^lidents were open the fewest average hours per week — 30, and 

the high school 'districts the highest average — 39. Only about one-fifth of 

these school districts had any' media centers open in the summer — primarily 

the li^rgest and the high school districts and those in the Chicago suburbs. 

Almost ^40k' of all 493 school districts -reported that their library 

media centers were open co the general public, and 84% of these ha^ some 

actual use in 1980/81. School media cehters open to the ^public were equally 

distributed by school district enrollment size, were most common in high J

A few more districts allowed their media^centers to answer reference 
questions from "the general public than permitted other use, but a somewhat 
smaller percentage actually handled such questions than had other use by the 
public.

Section 6. Audiovisuaji^Resoilrc.es and Services

Besidj>$ the data reported earlier on the total number of nonprint titles 

held y?^e Sec. 3. above) , we asked a serfes of questions on ai;diovisual ser- 
vices and .equipment (see Table A5) . One-fourth of all these school districts 
had a centralized audiovisual production center — most often in the largest 
districts and least in the smallest, most often in" the high school and least 
in- the K-12 $chool districts, most often in the '^Chicago suburbs and least in 
north and central Illinois, and most often in the district's with five or more 
attendance centers and least in those with two to four centers. 

Of seven specified types of audiovisual production services, one was 
repotted as available for either students, faculty,' or both by more than two- 
thirds of the respondents, viz., the making of transparencies. Four services 
were available in about half the school districts, viz., original videotapi^Hg, 
videotaping off-the-air, audiotape duplication, and making posters. The ^ast 
two services (slide-tape prs^^duction and graphics) were found in about a third 
of the school districts. ^In all seven cases the pattern of distribut.ion is 
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'the samer'the largesC s.chool districts offer these services the most often, 
and th& smallest the least; the high school d^istricts the most, and the .ele- 
■'mentary school districts the least; the districts in the Chicago suburbs the 
most, and those' in north and central Illinois usually the least; -and the dis- 
tricts with five or more attendance centers the most and those vjith only one 

the least. ' ^. * . . 

Respondents were, asked to .indicate the availaljility . to media centers, 
whether at Che district o)c building level, 'of each, of 16 speci fied types of 
audiovisual equipment; responses of "other" kinds of equipment -raise. this 
number to 24 di'stinguisUa^le types. The statewide average was 14 types per 
school district (58% of the maximum) With minimal variation betwefen the 
various groups of districts"; the biggest difference was an ave#age of 12 

• typJis of equipment in the smallest size districts and with 'only one atten- 
dance center and 16 in the'- largest and 'with -five o.r more centers. 

Tabic A5 displays the data on these 24 types of equipments in five" 
groups, and we shall use those groups here- to summarize the ftndings of this 

• part. of the survey. - The. first group, "Viewers and Projectors," consists. of 
8 specified types and a miscellaneous" category . Five of these 8 types of 
'oquipmfenf wete held by over 90% of all-school districts, viz., 16mm film, 

filmptrift, slide,. overhead and opaque -projectors . Of the other types in this 
group, sound filmstrip projectors' were reported in 74% of ,all districts, Smm 
film and filmloop projectors in 60%, microform readers or reader-printers * . 
^ in 39%, and the miscellaneous types (e.g., slide-filmstrip viewers and 
"s-tereopLLc?ans) in IIL; iu all cases, they were reported most often in tlie 
Iart;e.-t districts, .^n the high school distric'ts, and in the Chicago suburbs. , 

In r.ho second .group, "Audio Fquipment," are found the only other two 
cvoes available IT over 90% of a^l school districts, viz., phonograph player 
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and ^cassett.^ recorder and/or playback/ ^eei-to-reel tape recorders were 
.found in 85% of all districts, anc/ miscellaneaus audio equipment in only 6%-. 
Of four types of "Television Equipment" (group three), a television set was 
found most often — in 87% of all districts, a vid^ocassette or videptape 

g^player in 67%^ (but much less often in' small districts, in elementary school 
districts and in districts with only one attendance center) , and a videotape 
recorder and electronic games in no more than 3% of all reporting districts. 

Tfiere are four types of equipment in the fourth group, "Production 
Equipment-." Of these the most common was a photocopier — in 81% of the re- 
spondents; next is a videocamera in 66% (but much less often in districts 
with fewer than 50O pupils and' in those with elementary .grades only),* and 

' o£her types of camera^ in 63%.., Miscellaneous production equipment (e*g., 
laminating press and sign printer) were available to only 16% of these respon- 
dents. All three types of equipment in the fifth group^ "Teaching Machine^," 
were :-n no more than 11% of all districts. Mini/micro computers and/or com- 
puter terminals were in 11% (and uncharacteristically a ^little more often in 
elementary school districts than in high school or K-12 districts). Reading 
machines and other teaching machines were reported by only 6% of all dis- 
tricts (and in both cases more often by elementary^ than by high school dis- 
tricts, and more often by district? with five or more attendance centers than*' 

'in those with only one). 

Section 7. Financial Expenditures . 
A few of these school districts spent nothing in 1980/81 for their school 
libtary media c(^tevs (see row^ 12 of Part E, Table A6) . The others spent an 
average of over $20,000, bu. this aitiount varied from an average of $4631 in 
the smallest districts to $4:, 624, in the largest (.1 to 10) from $14,167 in 
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all elementary school districts to $"^3^994 in the high school districts • • 
(1 to 2*4), from $12,507 in southern Illinois to $32,-997 in the Chicago 
suburbs (*1 to 2,6), and from- $9227 in districts with only one attendance

center to $43,147 in those with five or more (l.to 4, 7), Of the II categories 
of expenditure, three were reported by fewer than half of 'the respondents, 
viz,, library equipment, binding and rebinding, and "all other purposes"; 
this last category was used to report maintenance and repair of audiovisual ^ 
equipment. Title IV purchases, furniture, computer hardware and software, and 
even capital improvements. 

Three. categories of expenditure averaged over $3000 each for all dis- 
tricts reporting financial outlays, for a combined total of abput two-thirds 
of the total. Of these, books was by far the largest— a statewide average 
of ov^r. $7000 compared with over $3000 each for audiovisual matej;"ials (not 
irtcluding the rental of films) and for audiovisual equipment. Of all 12 
. groups of districts, the combined expenditures for AV. materials a^d film 
rental never exceeded the average for books. There ^are four categories of 
expenditures in which the statewide average varied from $1900 to $2500, vfz., 
magazines and newspapers, rental of films, library equipment, and miscella- 
neous. Finally^' in four categories /binding and' rebinding,. audiovisual 
supplies, library supplies, and continuing education of library personnel), 
the statewide average was from $239 to $1492. ^ 

Table A7 shows the expenditures for each of these H categories averaged 
over all respondents (including those which spent nothing in one or' all 
categories), with the petceittage for the category of the total expenditures 
for 'each group of 'school 'districts . By this method of counting, all print- 
related expenditures (books, magazines, binding, library equipment, and, 
supplies) were 59% of the statewide average total; audiovisual expenditures 
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(materials, rental of films ^ supplies, and equipment) were 35%. TJie' final 
row of Table A7 shows the per pupil library media center expenditures of *thes( 
,493 school districts in 1980/81. ■ The statewide average was $14 p^r pupil, 
with a high of $19.71 in the high school districts 'and a low of $12.06 in the 
districts with five or more attendance centexs: the smallest districts had 
the highest average, and tha largest the lowest*.

Section 8. Affiliation with ILLINET, Evaluation of 
System Services, and Choice of Topics for Future Studies . 

The total line of row 1 of Part E, Table A8, shows that 239 school dis- 
tricts (48% of the 493 respondents in this survey) were affiliated in whole 
or in part with LLLINET through the regional library systems; the smallest 
.districts were less often affiliated than the largest, the elementary less 
often than the high school districts, the Chicago suburbs far less often' than 
southern Illinois, and one attendance center districts less often than those 
with fiVe or more. Those districts which were so affiliated and which have 
used bystem services gave generally high marks in their evaluation of them. 
Of the seven services listed in rows 2a-g of Table A8, three were evaluated 
by fewer than 20% of all affiliated school districts, which would indicate 
that these services were not often available to or used by school affiliate 
members; these ^^rvigies are cooperative collection development, access to 
'computerized services ,> and all other miscellaneous services. The evaluations 
of the other four system services are summarized in Table 3. '

, * Interlibrary loan is clearly the service most often used, and\is among 

those most highly rated; reference service was evaluated by fewer districts 

but rated equally high. Continuing education opportunities was rated by 

even fewer school districts and gets the lowest overall average rating of 

these four; advice of system consultants was rated by only 40% of all school 

affiliate respondents but in quality was very close to interlibrary loans and

lowest ratings came from the Smallest school districts, the elementary school 
districts, and those in the Chicago suburbs.

A survey like this produces a multitude^'of facts, and the calculation 

o"f averages, percentages, subtotals, and other measures adds still more data. , 

Each different reader will have his/her own idea as to which of these are 

most important, but the authors of this report present here their selection 

of the several findings in this study which seem to them most noteworthy. 

In the vast jnajority of cases, these school districts ha^' separate 

library rooms; dual purpose rooms were a *poor second, and classroom librari^es 

. a distant third. This is along step forward in regard to physiical quarters.

In re,,ard to professional staff, two things stand ,oujt — 61% of 'these districts 

had no professional media specialists at .the district level, but 77% had such

The'^average number of cataloged books was 15 per fe^olled sXudent, and 

even in small districts/ (those with fewer than 500 'Students) the average 

number of bdoks was 6400. On the other»hand the average number of 'all nonprint 

titles repQrted was less than 3 per student. Cataloging and processing of 

librarv materials was most often done at the building ""level, and a close 
* 

second was the use of services from outside and usually commercial agencies. 

Typically the school library media centers in these districts were open 
32 to 35 hours a week, or 6 to 7 hours a day. Almost ^half were open to the 
public, and most so available were So u§ed. ,0f many different types of a,udio- 
vifiual equipment, 7 were available to the media centers in over 90% of these 
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school districts,.'viz. , 16inm film, filmstrip, slide, overhead, and opaque 
projectors, a phonograph player, and a cassette recorder and/or playback 
machine. Only 11% of the districts reported availability of a microcpmpul^er , 
but this is sure to change in even*n:he next few years. 

Expenditures for all purposes other than salaries averaged $14 per pupil. 
Books and other print and related* costs accounted for 59% of these expendi- 
ture§ on the average, compared with 35% for audiovisual software, hardware, 
and related costs. " , ' » ' » 

Just under half of the respondents were affiliated with ILLINET — 75% of' 
those in southern Illinois vs. 28% in' the Chicago suburbs. Of those so 
affiliated and which had usfed system services, 80%-9Q% were satisfied or yery 
satisfied with each pf four main sefvices—interlibrary loan, reference, 
advipe of system consultants," and continuing educatioji opportunities. It* 
would appear thdt a^jase has been laid for further cooperation with other 
libraries.
